William Hite Touches Trolley

Will M. Frazee, claim agent ot the 
Indianapolis & Cincinnati Traction 
company , w is called to Irvington to­ 
day by a ghastly accident which oc­ 
curred 
y esterday afternoon on 
the 
Rushville division at the G.t H. & D, 
viaduct. 
In sight of his home, in the presence 
of his brother aud several friends, 
William Hite, living near Irvington, 
gratified his idle curiosity at the ex ­ 
pense of his own life. 
“ I wonder what would happen if I 
touched that trolley wire. 
Tne shock 
might go through ray shoe and I would 
be able to see what the outcome will 
be,” said y ounft Hite to his 
com­ 
panion, as he stood on the O,. H. 
& 
D. railroad bridge over Big Creek, 
pointing fto the trolley below. 
Five 
minutes later '„liis liteloss body was 
ly ing twenty feet below the bridge. 
It had been dropped there by Walter 
H ite his brother and three friends who 
wituessed his death. 
As he made the above remark, and 
before 
his friends could 
interfere, 
H ite had planted his foot firmly upon 
the live trolley wire, which is sus­ 
pended directly beneath the bridge. 
The wire is visible between the rails 
of the bridge and is easily within 
reach. 
At the time of the accident Ilite was 
walking across the bridge with his 
brother and several other boy s. 
When 
he suggested touching the w ire he was 
warned of the danger, but evidently 
did not believe that contact with the 
wire would 
prove serious. 
As his 
foot touched the wire he was thrown 
to the floor of the bridge, his leg 
catching and being held fast by the 
trolley . 
He 
died almost instantly . 
For several minutes his companions 
were too frightened 
to 
act. 
Then 
fearing to touch the electrocuted body , 
they procured long sticks ami with 
them lossened the limb from the wire. 
When the leg was free of the trolley 
the body , burned aud mangled, fell 
twenty feet to the roadbed below. 
The brother and friends carried the 
body to the Hite home, near the rail­ 
road. 
Young Hite was popular in society 
circles in Irvington. For two y ears he 
had been librarian of the Methodist 
Sunday school. 
He was *¿0 y ears old 
a« d a farmer, living with his parents. 
Coroner Dunlavy , of Marion county , 
was notified and viewed the body this 
morning.

their successors will be elected in No­ 
vember, 1909, for a fall term of four 
y ears, beginning the first Monday in 
January , 1910.

Washington. March 6.—Commission­ 
er James R. Garfield, of the bureau of 
corporations, has instituted a rigid 
Investigation of the operations of the 
oil industry in Kansas and contigous 
states. In response to a resolution of 
the house of representatives, intro­ 
duced 
by 
Representative Campbell 
of Kansas, the investigation of the 
uii industry will be carried on as rapid­ 
ly as is consistent with thoroughness 
The report of Commissioner Gar­ 
field will be made directly to President 
RoosevCU. 
Whether it will be made 
public will lie In the discretion of 
the chief ex ecutive 
Depending on 
the facts in the report, it may be 
turned over to the department of Jus­ 
tice for such action as the attorney 
general may deem proper. 
Commissioner Garfield 
say s 
that 
nothincr will be left undone by his 
bureau to develop the facts regarding 
the operation of the oil trust In Kan 
sas. as well as In other states. 
It Is not the purpose of Commission­ 
er Garfield to confine the inquiry to 
Kansas. 
It will not be circiiinscribed 
by state or geographical lines. 
It la 
the intention of the commissioner to 
make the investigation as ex haustive 
as the resolution of Representative 
Campbell contemplates, the purpos 
being to develop all the facts regard 
ing the operations of the oil trust. 
“During the past y ear.” said Com­ 
missioner Garfield, “a great amount 
of general information relating to the 
oil trust has been obtained. 
This af­ 
fords a basis from which to under­ 
take Immediate specific inquiries Into 
the conditions ex isting in specific 
fields, such as Kansas. Tex as and 
California. 
The method of procedure 
will be similar to that followed in 
the inquiry Into the operations of 
the alleged beef trust. 
The commis­ 
sioner of corporations, personally , and 
through special agents, will obtain 
information from original sources 
Al­ 
ready these sources of information 
have been sounded. 
They have re­ 
sponded to the commissioner of cor­ 
porations by agreeing to furnish in­ 
formation, to afford the fullest oppor­ 
tunity for inspection of records and ac­ 
counts and to answer all questions 
pertinent to all matters involved in 
the inquiry . 
It is the intention of Commissioner 
Garfield, under direction of President 
Roosevelt, to make the inquiry into 
the operations qf the oil trust as eflm 
prehensive and ex haustive as possi­ 
ble. 
Nothing will be left undone that 
will develop a single tact relating to 
the work of the trust, and if it has 
been unjustly discriminating against 
the producers of oil in Kansas or in 
any other state, » he inquiry will show

Washington. 
March 
6.—President 
Roosevelt passed the first Sunday af­ 
ter his inauguration quietly at the 
White House. 
Surrounded by the 
members of his family and his house 
guests, he spent the day in recupera 
ting from the fatigue incident to the 
heavy 
mental 
and 
phy sical 
strain 
which he underwent during the inau­ 
gural ci*remonies. 
It was ex pected 
that th, president would attend re­ 
ligious services and in anticipation of 
his leaving the White House thousands 
of people gathered ift and about the 
White House grounds as early as 9:30 
o’clock. 
It became evident early In 
the day that if the president should 
leave the White House to attend serv­ 
ices at his church he would be sur­ 
rounded both at the church and In 
going to and from the services by an 
almost uncontrollable crowd of curi­ 
osity seekers and admirers. 
Tens of 
thousands of visitors were y et In the 
city and it was evident to those who 
have an earnest regard for the safety 
and comfort of the president that if he 
should leave the White House to at­ 
tend the services at his church it 
would require the efforts of the entire 
force of metropolitan police to insure 
bey ond peradventure his safe conduct 
to and from the edifice at which he 
worships 
While thousands of visitors to the 
inaugural ceremonies left the city Sat­ 
urday niglu and early today , other 
thousands remained to view the his­ 
toric sights of the national capital over 
Sunday . 
The day was fair, but the 
air was sharp with frost, making 
heavy overcoats not merely comfort­ 
able, but a necessity . It was remarked 
by old Washingtonians that this was 
the first inauguration period for thirty 
y ears when the weather had been so 
uniformly pleasant for so many suc­ 
cessive day s, and comments upon 
“Roosevelt s luck” became trite In 
repetition among the vast crowds 
which thronged the capital.

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The establishm ent of the parcel post 
in the U nited States, somewhat on 
sim ilar lines as the systems in vogue 
in Europe, has been agitated for years, 
but it has always been sidetracked by 
Congress. 
It was again 
considered 
by Congress this year. 
A parcel post 
provision was injected into the post- 
office bill, and provided th at the U nited 
States postal departm ent shall'deliver 
parcels, not exceeding five pounds in 
weight, to all patrons of rural routes 
at the rate of fthree cents a pound. 
The measure, however, was not acted 
on. 
W hether 'th e parcels post w ill be 
beneficial to all interests, is a difficult 
question"to solve. 
It is said there are 
t wo sides to all questions, and so there 
m ast be to the question of inaugura­ 
ting a"parcels post system. 
■ On the one hand is pointed ont the 
great possibilities of the postoffice if it 
acted as express messenger since rural 
free delivery has been established. 
A t present the rural m ail wagon, 
when it starts on its trip, has a load 
hardly up to the capacity of a baby 
go-cart. 
For this reason it is claimed 
the governm ent could profitably do the 
general 
express 
and transportation 
business on the routes at a rate not. 
over three cents a pound, and thus 
give the rural carriers something to 
do. 
On the other hand it is claimed 
w ith the introduction of the parcels 
post 
existing 
conditions would be 
seriously disturbed. 
That the retail 
merchants^and the small m anufacturers 
would be driven to the wall by the 
development of the modern trust. The 
m ail order houses are as gigantic trusts 
as exist today, and it is claimed that 
these houses are behind the movement 
to make the U nited States govern­ 
m ent an ally of theirs. 
There is an 
element, of danger to business men 
of every comm unity. 
The m ail order 
houses are continually reaching out, 
and w hat 
w ill be the effect when 
they can use the'm ails of the govern­ 
m ent as a delivery bov? 
That the rural free delivery and 
the introduction of the electrio trolley 
roads has already disturbed ami revo­ 
lutionized existing conditions, there 
can be no doubt. 
The country 
is 
really wow undergoing the process of 
re-adjust ing itself to the new condi­ 
tions created by these agencies. 
Just 
w hat the effect would be.if the parcels 
poet is nut in operation can only be 
conjectured. 
Like the electric road 
and sim ilar agencies, it will have the 
tendency to centralize business, and 
w hether the concentration of business 
in a few large commercial ceuters, 
leading to a further centralization of 
wealth and power, ¿intellectual» com ­ 
m ercial and political, w ill be a good 
thing for the country is for the peo­ 
ple to decide. 
Our fore fathers who 
fled from the oppression of centralized 
governm ent of Europe did not think 
so.

May 
Tuberculosis 
Yet Become a Fact. 
Indianapolis, March 6.—The house 
Saturday suspended the constitutional 
rules and passed, by a large vote, the 
Murray senate resolution calling for 
the appointment by the governor of a 
commission to investigate the needs 
of an institution for the treatm ent of 
consumptives. 
This is the first step 
that the legislature has taken in this 
session. 
Dr. J. N Hurty, secretary of 
the state board of health, had proposed 
the drafting of a bill calling for an 
appropriation for the establishm ent of 
such an institution, but yielded to the 
suggestion of legislative leaders that 
the m atter should be thoroughly inves­ 
tigated first 
Dr Hurty and his asso­ 
ciates on the state board are satisfied 
and will within the next two years as­ 
sist in every way the commission to 
be appointed by the governor. 
It is 
generally believed that Dr. Hurty him­ 
self will be appointed a member of the 
commission. 
For years he has been 
investigating consumption in Indiana 
and is one of the state’s foremost au­ 
thorities on the disease. 


Now that the session is practically 
over a good many legislators are giv­ 
ing out tips that they have other politi­ 
cal ambitions. 
Dr. Yencer, the repre­ 
sentative from W ayne county, is ad­ 
m itting that he has his eye on the Re­ 
publican nomination for lieutenant gov­ 
ernor in 1908 and after that to go to 
congress from the Sixth congressional 
district. Dr. Yencer is a speaker who 
during the present session of the leg­ 
islature has never failed to secure the 
closest attention and applause. 
On 
the Democratic side of the house it is 
said that Jackson Boyd of Greencastle 
would like to have the Democratic 
nomination for governor in 1908. Zach 
Scifres has ambitions to go to con­ 
gress from the Third. 
W. H. Guirl, 
the Republican representative from 
Clay county, already has a congres­ 
sional boom under way in the Fifth, 
and is likely to give Congressman 
Holliday a close race next year. 
In 
the senate it is said that Senator 
Slack has been training himself for 
the Democratic gubernatorial nomina­ 
tion, while the same report has been 
circulated in regard to the Republican 
nomination 
concerning 
Lieutenant

FATE OF AN ARMY 


Haags in the Balance, De­ 
pending on Outcome of 
» Present Battle. 


BTSSLLVS HARD BESET 


Gen. O ja m i'i Army R rin fo n v d hj 
Port A rth u r Veterana Holl 
on Like a G reat Wave. 


It Now Heema Inevitable That Gen. 
K u ro p atk in ’s Army Mumt 
Abandon M ukden. 


St. Petersburg, March 6.—The fate 
of General Kuropatkin and his army 
hangs in the balance today, depending 
on the result of the fighting almost 
in the outskirts of Mukden. 
Accord­ 
ing to latest reports this morning the 
fighting went well for the Russians, 
who beat back the wave that threat­ 
ened to roli over Mukden as it had 
over the fortifications ot Port Arthur; 
but nothing is known as to what is 
going on beyond the line of breakers, 
whether part of General Nogi’s force 
is in full career for Tie pass, or wheth­ 
er the Japanese have staked all in a 
cast against Mukden. The imminence 
of the peril on the west wing has with­ 
drawn attention from the operations 
on the center and left, where the fight­ 
ing has been extremely heavy, and on 
the left especially where the Japanese 
gains are sufficiently great to cause 
apprehension to themselves. 
Military 
critics nere point out that the Jap­ 
anese have put themselves in a criti­ 
cal position by the extreme extension 
of their lines, laying themselves open 
as they did at Liao Yang to the possi 
bility of a 
most 
effective counter 
stroke and probable defeat if General 
Kuropatkin should be able to launch a 
column against a weak link in the 
chain. 
In other respects the situation also 
resembles that at L.iao Yang, the Jap 
anese making a costly “dem onstra­ 
tion” to hold the Russians in their 
fortifications on the center, and throw­ 
ing away the lives of thousands in or­ 
der to give the flanking force an op­ 
portunity to adm inister a telling blow. 
A feature of all accounts 01 the fight­ 
ing reaching St. Petersburg is the em­ 
phasis laid on the awful 
carnage. 
There is .reference after reference to 
dead piled high on the ground over 
which an attack was delivered, strew ­ 
ing breastworks, almost hiding abatis 
from sight and even being used by the 
Japanese to construct their entrench­ 
ments. 
The Russian losses on both 
flanks are conceded to be enormous, 
but it is claimed that defenders of the 
center 
suffered 
but 
comparatively 
little by the Japanese bombardment 
and beating off the Japanese attack. 
The attacks delivered by General 
Nogi’s 
soldiers were 
marvelous 
in 
view of the forced marches which they 
made for six days, recalling the rec­ 
ords of Stonewall Jackson’s “foot cav­ 
alry.” 
Tney entered the battle with 
the greatest dash and fought day after 
day with vigor; but those of them 
who were taken prisoners dropped to 
the ground utterly exhausted and hard­ 
ly able to speak. 
They had not eaten 
for two days, which accounts in part 
for their utter fatigue. 
General Kuropat kin’s line of com­ 
munication 
has 
not 
been 
touched, 
though it is in extrem e jeopardy. His 
right flank is bent so sharply backward 
that it may necessitate the abandon­ 
ment of the Poutiloff a* d Novgorod 
hills, to which the Russians are still 
firmly clinging. 
The Russian left also 
has been so sharply repulsed that a 
correspondent compares the entire po­ 
sition to the letter C. 
The Japanese 
possibly are pushing northward at tan­ 
gents with both flanks 
A hopeful sign is the postponement 
until tomorrow of the grand council 
of war which was to have met at Tsar- 
skoe-Selo today. 
This lends color to 
reports that the general situation has 
somewhat improved 
The council was 
called to discuss the retirem ent on Tie 
pass: but the action of the Japanese 
has made a successful retreat far more 
difficult than that at Liao Yang, where 
but one flank was rolled back. 
A flood of dispatches came through 
today, but they were mostly old, re­ 
ferring to the fighting on the left flank , 
and General Linevich’s losses, which I 
have been already described.

dram atic situation in Manchuria devel 
oped by General Nogi’s rapid advance 
and its strategic possibilities have 
raised excitement in Europe to the 
highest pitch 
It is believed here that 
General Kuropatkin is in a very tight 
place, but chances of his extricating 
bis army are keenly discussed. 
The 
abandonment of Mukden is considered 
to be inevitable, the only question be 
ing whetner he will be able to effect a 
retreat to Tie pass. An im m ediate re­ 
pulse of General Nogi’s army, it is 
held, might save the situation; but 
failing that, General Ku>-opafkin will 
have committed to him trie dangerous 
and difficult task of retiring northward, 
harassed by flanking auacks of the 
Japanese army. W hatever may be thv 
result, it is felt that peace is appre­ 
ciably nearer 
According to an Ant­ 
werp correspondent, the Russian offi­ 
cial purchasing agent there has re­ 
ceived orders to cease buying for gov­ 
ernment account. This is a significant 
statem ent if true, as Antwerp through 
out the war has been the principal cen 
ter of Russian purchases for carrying 
on the conflict in the far East.

Indianapolis, March # .—Following a 
time-honored custom, the members of 
the 64th general assembly are spend­ 
ing the concluding day of the session 
in side play and frivolity, break ing in 
hats, hurling waste paper bask ets, 
calling for speeches and exchanging 
jibes and jok es of all k inds. 
There 
was some serious work transcated, 
however, and this was disposed of with 
dispatch. 
Amendments made in the 
senate to the general budget caused 
the leaders considerable w’orriment, 
as the appropriations had been made 
sparingly, so as to obviate the neces­ 
sity of increasing the general levy. 
The amendments brought the total be­ 
yond the limit decided upon by mem­ 
bers of the joint finance committee. 
The principal increase was $50,000 for 
the erection of a new dormitory for 
young women students of the state 
normal school at Terre Haute. 
There was a spirited debate relative 
to concurrence in the senate's amend­ 
ment to the 
clause appropriating 
$5,000 for the apprehension of O. A. 
Bak er, the alleged briber accused of 
giving Representative Ananias Bak er 
$100 to influence his vote on the anti- 
cigarette measure 
The senate struck 
out the name of the man who has fled 
from justice and stipulated that the 
fund should be used for the prosecu­ 
tion of all bribers or 
any lobbyist who 
may have employed unlawful methods. 
Governor Hanly remained in his of­ 
fice until after midnight Saturday, 
signing bills. 
When he finally ceased 
from his labors and sought his hotel, 
110 bills had been given his approval. 
Governor Hanly has set a new record 
in the matter of considering bills. He 
reads each measure personally and 
look s up for himself all questions rela­ 
tive to constitutionality. 
Prominent among the bills to be 
signed today are the codification com­ 
mission bills on 
cities and towns, 
highways, drainage and 
public of­ 
fenses. The bill concerning the exer­ 
cise of the right of eminent domain 
has been signed and the bill concern­ 
ing private corporations was k illed by 
the senate. The five codified measures 
will be published in one volume, the 
work to be completed by Nov. 15, 1905. 
A bill authorizing the governor to ap­ 
point a competent commissioner to 
superintend this work 
was passed 
Saturday. 
The commissioner will re­ 
ceive $8 00 a month for compensation. 
Next to the codified measures passed 
the most important measures enacted 
into law by the legislature were the 
ones providing for the creation of a 
state railroad commission; establish­ 
ing an additional hospital for the in­ 
sane; prohibiting the smok ing of cig­ 
arettes; amending the Nicholson law 
so as to mak e remonstrances against 
the Issuance of liquor licenses apply 
for two years either against the In­ 
dividual applicant or the traffic In gen­ 
eral; and establishing an Indiana vil­ 
lage of epileptic*» . 
Fewer laws were 
made at this session than at any pre­ 
vious one for a number of years by 
reason of the fact that the codification 
commission bills included legislation 
which otherwise would have to have 
been enacted separately. The session 
was noted for the bribery sensation 
and the aggression of the railroad 
lobby and the bank ing lobby In trying 
to prevent track elevation in Indianap­ 
olis, and state supervision and regula­ 
tion of private bank s. 
The closing hour of the senate Sat­ 
urday was devoted to a symposium of 
good leeling in which even the Demo­ 
crats joined. 
Resolutions of thank s 
were voted to everyone that had any­ 
thing to do with the upper chamber— 
to Lieutenant Governor Miller and the 
o*her officers, to Sol Pennington, ser­ 
geant-at-arms, and his assistant door­ 
k eepers; «.o A1 Spek enhier, chief en­ 
grossing clerk , and his copyists; to the 
newspapers, the pages, stenographers, 
clerk s—everybody. 
Between roll calls 
on uninteresting bills, the members 
of the senate cleaned house, ridding 
their desk s of papers and book s, and 
pack ing up the few things of value 
which 
they 
wished 
to 
preserve. 
Through it ail a spirit of levity pre­ 
vailed. 
Papers were thrown at digni­ 
fied senators, chairs were tipped over 
and jibes hurled from one to another 
with a reck lessness undreamed of dur­ 
ing the serious days of the session.

The Indiana 
statutes 
concerning 
heavy hauling when rods are soft on 
account of thawing or other causes 
reads reads as follows : 
Section 1—That it shall be unlawful 
for any person to haul over any turn­ 
pike, gravel or macadam road at any 
time when the road 
is 
thawing 
through, or by reason of wet weather 
is in condition to be cut np and injur­ 
ed by heavy hauling, a load on any 
vehicle with tire« of less than three 
inches, the combined weight of which 
load and 
vehicle, including driver 
shall be more than twenty-five hun­ 
dred (3500) pounds; or on any vehicle 
with tires of three ( 8 ) inches and less 
than four (4) inches in width, the 
combined weight of which load, ve­ 
hicle and driver shall be more than 
three thousand (8000) pounds, or on a 
vehicle with tires of four (4) inches 
and less than five (5) inches in width, 
the combined weight of which load 
and wagon am! driver shall be more 
than 
thirtv - five 
hundred 
(3500) 
pounds ; or on a vehicle with tires 
five (5 ) inches or over in width, the 
combined weight of which load, ve­ 
hicle and driver shall be more than 
thirty-eight hundred (3800) pounds. 
Any person violating the provisions 
of this act shall be fined not less than 
five dollars <$ 5) nor more than fifty 
dollars ($ 50).
